short in money fur new automobiles 
and fur coats in the year that is 
just closing but they managed to 
put more Goliars into first grade 
bends than in any other year of the 
country’s history with the exception 
of the three big war loan years, 1917, 
1918, and 1919. 

According to statistics compiled 
by Wood, Gundy and Company for 
the Canadian Press the total of 
bonds issued in 1930 throughout 
Canada was approximately $723,430,- 
000, This sum ineludes $453,977,- 
918 Deminion, Provincial and 
Municipal bonds and $269,450,000 
of Industrials but does not include 
short-term financing, The largest 
previous totals within the last ten 
years were $636,268,322 in 1929, 
$600,007,556 im 1924; $568,785,667 
in 1927 and $509,356,633 in 1926. |

GREETINGS 


The Bulletin welcomes the opportunity 
to extend to all its readers the wish that 
they may find in 1931 a year of happiness 
and prosperity. 


LET IT GO 

The close of a year is a favorite and 
favorable time for retrospection. At the 
close of 1931 no one needs much encour- 
agement to fall into a retrospective mood. 
The year has been one of unusual condi- 
tions, the more sharply defined, and the 
more keenly felt, because they followed a 
period of great and general prosperity. 
Retrospection is easy in such circum- 


stances. The difficulty is to get away 
from it, 
But perhaps the less retrospection 


there is at this particular time the bet- 


ter. Surveying an unpleasant past is not 
always a profitable occupation. The 
moral should remain; but the incidents 
had better be allowed to drift into ob- 


scurity as rapidly as possible. The year 
is going; let it go. Its record cannot be 
changed, and if its losses are to be recov- 
ered that will have to be done in the fu- 
ture—not the past, 


THE HOLIDAY TRADE 

The Christmas trade all over Canada 
is reported to have been surprisingly good. 
In Edmonton the activity on the streets 
during the few days preceding Christmas 
was notable, the stores were filled with 
customers, while the armloads and car- 
loads of bundles testified to the volume of 
trading that was being done and to the 
prevailing disposition to exchange tokens 
and presents as usual. 

That is very encouraging, both as to 
the resources of the public and as to the 
frame of mind in which people are meet- 
ing the present conditions. Buying power 
has not vanished from the land, nor has 
panic seized the public. Those who have 
means and those whose incomes have not 
been heavily curtailed are evidently liv- 
ing and spending much on the ordinary 
scale. In so doing they are helping to 
maintain business, give employment, and 
tide over the unfavorable times. 

FARM RELIEF MEASURES 

In the course of the speech which he 
delivered at Regina last night in defence 
of the general policy and record of his 


_ Government, Premier Bennett cited three 


measures which have been or are to be 
taken for the relief of western farmers 
and western agriculture. 

1. Direct relief will be provided to 
farmers who require it, to the end that 
listress may be averted and that they 
may have seed with which to sow a crop 
next spring. 

2. The public credit is being used to 
prevent the enforced liquidation of the 
1930 crop'and to permit it being sold in 
an orderly way; which may be taken to 
mean that the Government is guarantee- 
ing the banks against loss for advances 
made to the Pools. 

3, Credit is to be provided for an or- 
ganization which will undertake to fi- 
nance farmers i:. Lhe purchase of livestock. 

The first two are measures of imme- 
diate and temporary relief. The third is 
a constructive undertaking, looking to 
the reedjustment of farm production to a 
more diversified type. 

If this statement does not live up to 
the advance notices of the press agents, 
that the Premier had some great “mes- 
sage” to deliver, it at least has the merit 
that the proposals are sane and are gener- 
ally known to be necessary. 

The conclusion of the matter is that 
Mr. Bennett does not know, as no one e!se 
‘nows, how the wheat-growing business is 
® be put on its feet and made profitable. 

ut meantime the Government will try to 
revent distress in that, as in other, occu- 
patuions. 


WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 


It is a pretty safe assumption that 
that 1921 will be a more prosperous sea- 
uon than 1930. Depressions do not last 
forever. Neither does the pendulum stop, 
and perpetuate conditions at their worst. 
When the downwerd swing has reached 
ihe lowest point the upward swing com- 
mences, The times are always growing 
either better or worse 


There are substantial reasons for 


have been depleted while factories stood 
idle. Millions of people who had over- 
bought have let go things they could not 
pay for, and have got thelr expenses again 
into alignment with their normal earnings. 

Flimsy and mis-mana, concerns 
have gone down in ruin, and left room for 
others, stronger and better organized. 
Money, available for reproductive invest- 
ment, has been piling up in the banks. 
While armies of men have been taking an 
enforced “holiday,” the fruits of over- 
production have been consumed, and con- 
ditions have been re-shaping themselves 
for a gradual speeding up of industry and 
trade. 

There is a growing feeling that busi- 
ness will improve from this time on. That 
expectation may be as important as the 
readjustment that has come about among 
other factors in the economic situation. To 
| a considerable extent a “depression” is a 
state of mind. Convince people that the 
times are to be dull and they will make 
them so, The converse is also true. What 
everybody expects to happen in the eco- 
nomic world does happen, with a fre- 
quency that is significant. 

One good resolution for the New Year 
is to keep an eye open for the signs of im- 
provement. If everyone would do that, 
confidence would become contagious, 
hoarding would give way to customary 
| spending, capitalists would be encouraged 
to make new investments and to employ 
more men, and the play of all the factors 
which are making for restoration would 
be given scope.

Health and Diet Advice |

HEALTH] FOR THE NEW YEAR 


New Year's Day has wandered over most of the 
calendar. For example, it began on September 2ist 
among the old Egyptians and Persians, and after 432 
B. C. in Greece it was celebrated on the 21st of June, 
while among the medieval peoples, March 25th was 
considered a good day for the beginning of the New 
Year. Our present date of January 1st was not ac- 
cepted by most countries until the sixteenth century, 
and it began when the Roman Emperor, Numa, 
changed the beginning of the year from March to 
January. He added at the same time two more 
months to the ten already being used, and ordered 
the first of the year to be called Januarius in honor 
of Janus, the two-faced god who was supposed to be 
able to look backward and forward at the same time. 
Janus was supposed to be the special deity who pre- 
sided over doors, and Numa thought he would be 
very suitable for properly opening the New Year. 

While the date of New Year's Day has varied, 
nevertheless the spir.t of the day has been much the 
same at all times and among all peoples, for they all 


“deemed it fitting to honor the day by wishing their 


friends a new year that would be both happy and 
healthful. As we now offer each other pleasant 
wishes it was once upon a time a custom to give gifts. 
The king of Sabins in 747 B. C., started the idea of 
the New Year gift by g.ving sacred branches from 
the trees sacred to Strenia, the Goddess of Strength, 
and his subjects also brought him these branches as 
tokens of good luck for the ensuing year. As history 
advanced, these gifts became more elaborate. Among 
the Saxons, a proper offering was a fat capon. An- 
other present was an orange stuck with cloves for 
hanging in the wine vessel, At this time it was quite 
correct to give cloves for they were very expensive 
and held to be d.stinguished presents. 

It is interesting that in Paris the custom still 
prevails of giving presents on New Year's Day, al- 
though most countries have switched this custom 
over to Christmas and have leit only good wishes for 
New Year's presents, 

The most significant thing ebout modern New 
Year's Day is the popular custom of making good re- 
solutions, Most people feel thet this is a splendid 
time to turn over a new leaf, for they look forward 
to the new year as a time when opportunity is going 
to knock anew; they feel that the time to try again 
has come. The whole idea of New Yeer is that we 
make an inventory of our old habits and resolve to 
wetter them.

Theophile Gauthier, the great French novelist, poet 
and critic, of whom it was said that if al) his writ- 
ings were collected in book form they would fill three 
hundred volumes, was extremely fond of cats 

Of his many cats Madame Theophile and Eponine 
were the most interesting. Gautier gives us a most 
amusing anecdote of Madame Theophile. 

One of the writer's friends went away on a trip 


and left his parrot with Gautler to be cared for 
during his absence. Upon first seeing the bird, 
Madame Theophile thought, according to Gautier, 


“Aha! Here's something ngw-—-e green chicken! Yes 
it’s green, but it must be a chicken.” She crouched 
ready to spring upon the cage and tear the stranger 
from it. But just as she was about to leap, the par- 
rot’s raucous volee demarded:- 

“Hast thou breakfasted, Jacquot?” 

Madame Theophile, astonished, hesitated, Rolling 
hard eye, the parrot went on: “And on what? On 
the king's roast?” 

This was too much for the cat. “She appeared,” 
says Gautier, “to say to herself, ‘This is not @ bird 
it is @ gentleman,’ She went away, obviously em- 
barrassed. 

Eponine is celebrated because of her superior socia) 
graces. When visitors came, she always received them 
at the door and politely escorted them into the draw- 
ing room, “making courteous little sounds intended for 
conversation,” according to her master. As soon as 
Gautier came in she relinquished her role of hostess, 
sought her favorite armchair and remained there 
modestly quict 

Epon'ne'always dined with Gautier. She had her 
own plate and tumbler, and waited to be served with 
great patience, her little white paws on the edge of 
the table. The minute the dinner bell rang she would 
hurry to her place. She loved fish and of course 
always knew before dinner when it was to be served 
Consequently when soup was offered her she would 
refuse it. 

“Bien, mademoiselle,” Gautier would say, “a young 
lady who 1s not hungry for soup is not expected to 
have any appetite for fish.” He would ignore her at 
the fish course. Eponine would look at him inquir- 
ingly. After a time, seeing he was immovable, she 
would lap up her soup hastily and then look virtuously 
for the fish, which was no longer refused 

When company was entertained Eponine did not 
eit at table. Gautier has recorded that when she saw 
silver put at her place she knew there were © be 
guests and did not go to the dining room that 
evening.
